Where's an the water golhgT 
Irrigation takes a major share— 
and Irrigation Is considered by some 
experts to be on uneconomic user 
ot water. At the same time, Industry 
Is taking more and more, moat of 
tt'foT use In cooling or heat ex- 
change. Large amountA also are 
required for washing, grading and 
manufacturing processes. 

The blggwt mdustrlal users ot 
water are steam electric generating 
plants, . eEeel mills, petroleum 
fineries, wood pulp and paper mills 
and chemical plants. The Paley re- 
port points out that advances In 
technology have added preaDy to 
our Industrial water requirements. 
Manufacturing rayon and nylon, tor 
Instance, calls tor much more water 
for proceutng than the cotton and 
wool they replace. Each additional 
stags In the oil refining process re- 
qulrcB additional water. Synthetic 
rubber production must have large 
quantities. 

And what can be done about the 
problem? Gilbert F. White, presi- 
dent ot HaverfoTd college In Haver- 
ford.-Pa., who led the dUcusslQn^on 
water rCMurces at the Mid-Century 
conference, noted whst certain 
baslo Ideas In water development 
are well recognlied. Thesfl tncTude 
the concept of planning an(r>*de- 
vdlopment of resources by drainage 
basins, ranging from small water- 
sheds to malor river basins. 

White called for larger partlclpa- 
tlon by state and locil agencies and 
by private Interests in multipurpose 
development of river basins. 

Some conservationists believe 
that the growing waior needs ot 
western cities and Industries and 
the deptitlon of present mipplles 
may BOme day force a reduction In 
Irrlirated acreage.

What Is Parity? 

Parity Is designed as a neas' 
ore of a satlitaotory. rilitUa- 
•hlp between the prices of tba 
thinga the farmer sellf— hla 
crops and stock— and - tboM ha 
buys— like machinery, clothes, 
househoid'goods.

Uia result of such an-eleetlon? - 

A. The congress, the farm organ- 
izations and the department ot agil- 
culture already have made the 
greatest effort in history to sound 
out the thinking of farm people 
throughout the land. Probably we 
are ready for a decision. 
. The department's mall shows that 
many citizens other than farmers 
are Interested la farm legislation 
and wish their voices to be henrd In 
this matter. As a servant of all t|\e 
people, the dBpartmwt would fiesi; 
tate to take any atep which would 
preclude all thw American people 
from partlclpfUng In a matter so 
obviously Involved In the naUon's 
welfare as the type of farm pro- 
Fim we. enact for the future.

RUPERT, Feb. 13— Proepecta for 
homesteader! getting graveled roads 
to thelr-fMins-wlthln-the neat year 
or two are not good, chairman Hen- 
ry Creason of tht county highway 
board told Rotarlana Wednesday. 

"Tha veteruis will have to scratch 
around in the dust and mud for a 
whlle_Just like we did here 30 yean 
ago." Creaaon said, "We Juat don't 
have the money needed to surface 
every rood In the county." 

Creasofi waanot gloomy over proa- 
pecta for eventual road copetruo^on 
but pointed out that roads must be 
buUt^la abort-stretchea,- year-by- 
year, aa funds permit. 

He said that. he was. dismayed 
over the condition of roads In the 
old Paul-Heybum district, and that 
It would-tBke a minimum o^■«OflOO 
"Just to aave what oil we've got 
there." 

_..He «tImat<(I..thot_lt_wouU_tol:e 
10 years to build county rbada up lo 
the Btandard enjoyed by the old 
Rupert highway district and that 
the improvement would cost money. 

"I wasn't so hot for this consolida- 
tion," Creason aald, "but I think It 
Is a wonderful thing for the county." 

He.Mdd In his opinion state aid 
shoulB be wught for making a led- 
eral-fltat« cooperation program on 
at leut three main f arm-to-maiket 
roads to the north aide and that 
the extension of cemetery road 
ahould iM lmproved as for as the 
Roosevelt highway. 

Oreason finished by aaylng that 
although it was impoulble to prom- 
ise vetarahs Eood roads at the out- 
set, the board hoped to build an.all- 
purpose road to town within the 
next two to three years,__He ?ald 
federal-state . coopnutlon could not 
be expeot«d untU next year at. the 
earliest
